About Eight a Clock that Morning, which was ſome hours after the. Ge- a 
neral had been under Sail, we ſet Sail, and the Wind continuing fair, came 


on Tueſday Morning to an Anchor in this place, being about 44. Sail in all. It 
was no (mall Surptiſal to us, that after we had fately, and with what haſte we 
could come to the place of Rendevouz, to find no Tidings of our Gene- 
ral, nor meet with any Orders from him, there being no body lelt to direct us 
what we ſhould do, or what Courſe we ſhould ſteer; however we were re⸗ 
ſolved to ſtay until we heard from his Grace, which we had the good luck to 


do this Morning, by the Antelope Frigat, who Sail'd out of Hieh- gute with 


the General, and brought us Orders from his Excellency, to Sail with all 
poſſible-ſpeed from hence, and to come and joyn him in the Lough of Car- 
rictfergus, where the Captain ſaid he had left him Landing the Forces in the 
Countrey on Antrim fide, The Captain tells us, that the General having a 
fair Wind, did not think it needful to put in and come to an Anchor in this 


place, be ing reſolved to make the beſt of it, and proceed on his way.: And 


fu t her tells us, that the Town of Carricłfergus was not all burnt down, 
bur only ſome Fort or Caſtle that was on a Rock that was blown up, that Ma- 
jor General Macarty was certainly wounded and taken Priſoner by the Innishil- 
line den, who had: given a very great Defeat to the Iriſb Army, as they were 
endeavou ing to retire from the North alter the Relief of London- Derry, and 
that it was credibly reported in thoſe parts, that there was hardly a Body of 
500 1r;ſh together in ail the North Counties of that Kingdom.
